The better Regulation of Markets and Fairs in 
Ireland. 

W HEREAS it is expedient to enable all Persons interested Preamble, 
in Markets or Fairs in Ireland, wbetber as Owners thereof, 
or as being accustomed to resort thereto, to obtain in a 
cheap and expeditious Way the Benefit of such Provisions as are 
5 usually contained in Special Acts of Parliament for Markets or 
Fairs, and also to provide for the Establishment and Regulation of 
new Markets and Fairs when required for the Public Benefit, and to 
make other Provision respecting Markets and Fairs in Ireland: 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 

10 by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the Authority of the same, as follows: 



Prelimmary. 



1. This Act extends to Ireland only, and may be cited as The Extent. 
15 Markets and Fairs (Ireland) Act, 1862. 



2. This Act shall extend to all Markets and Fairs held in Ireland Extent of 
under Charters, Letters Patent, Custom, or otherwise, but nothing in 
[Bill 62.] A this 
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Construc- 

tion. 



Markets and Fairs [Ireland), 

this Act shall apply to any Market or Fair regulated by Local or Special 
Act of Parliament, except as herein-after is expressly provided. 



3. In the Construction of this Act and of any Order in Council 
under it (unless for the Purposes of any such Order it be otherwise 
provided therein), — ^ 

The Words “ the prescribed Limits” shall be taken to mean the 
Limits prescribed or laid down by any Charter or Letters Patent, 
or by any Order in Council under this Act, or otherwse defined 
by Law or Custom or Usage, as the Limits to which the Fran- 
chise or Right of holding any particular Market or Fair, or of iO 
taking Toll in any particular Market or Fair, extends, or within 
which such Franchise or Right may by Law be or is customarily 
exercised : 



The Word Cattle ” shall be taken to include Horse, Mare, 
Gelding, Colt, Filly, Foal, Ass, Mule, Jennet, Sheep, Lamb, and 15 
Pig ; 

The Word “ Driver ” shall be taken to mean or include the Person 
having the Care of a Cart : 

The Word “ Cart” shall be taken to include Waggon, and any 
Carriage used wholly or chiefly for the Conveyance of Goods : 20 

The Word “ Person ” shall be taken to include a Coi-poration, aggre- 
gate or sole, and any Body of Commissioners or Trustees : 

The Word “ Land” shall be taken to include Messuages, Tene- 
ments, and Hereditaments of any Tenm’e : 

The Word “ Lease” shall be taken to include an Agreement for a 25 
Lease, and the Word “ Lessee ” to include a Person entitled 
under any such Agreement ; 

The Word “ Justice” shall be taken to mean Justice of the Peace 
acting for the Place where the Matter requiring the Cognizance 
of any such Justice arises, and if such Matter arises in respect 30 
of Land situate not wholly in any one Jurisdiction, a Justice 
acting for the Place where any Part of the Landis situate : 

The Words “ Two Justices” shall be taken to mean Two or more 
Justices assembled and acting together ; 

The Word “ Constable” shall be taken to include any Officer or 35 
Member of the Constabulary, or of the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police, or of the Police of any Town; 

The Word “Town” shall be taken to include a City, Borough, 
or Town Corporate : 

The Word “ County” shall be taken to include a Riding or Division 40 
of a County having separate Assizes, and a County of a City or 
County of a Town, and each of the Constabulary Districts of 
the County of Galway :

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The Words “ Lord Lieutenant in Council” shall be taken to mean 
the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of 
y Ireland for the Time being, by and with the Advice of Her

Provisions relating to Markets and Fairs in General. 

4. The Provisions of this Part of this Act shall apply to Markets Extent of 
and Fairs now -existing, «whether for the Time being regulated 

by Order in Council under Part II. of this Act or not, and to 
10 Markets and Fairs to be hereafter established. 

Accommodation. 

5. From the passing of this Act, it shall be the Duty of the Owner or 
Person for the Time being in receipt of Toll from any Market or 

Fau, — commoda- 

15 (1.) To provide and maintain in and for the Market or Fair sufficient ' 

and proper Accommodation for Market or Fair Purposes, 
according to the Nature and Circumstances of the Market 
or Fair, for the Use of the Persons resorting thereto ; 

(2.) Toprovide and maintain in and for the Market or Fair sufficient 
20 and proper public Weighing Houses or Places, with sufficient fof Commo- 

and proper Beams, Scales, Cranes, or other Machinery, and 
with sufficient and proper Weights and Measures according 
to the Imperial StandardWeights and Measures, for weighing 
or measuring the Commodities sold or offered for Sale in 
25 the Market or Fair or within the prescribed Limits, and to 

appoint and keep sufficient and proper Persons as Weighers 
and Meters to attend to the weighing or measuring of such 
Commodities at all Times during which the Market or Fair 
is held (such Persons to be remunerated by the Person 
30 appointing them at his own Cost and to be removeable by 

him at his Pleasure) : 

(3.) To provide and maintain in and for the Market or Fair sufficient for 

and proper Buildings or Places for weighing Carts in which 
Commodities are brought for Sale in the Market or Fair 
35 or within the prescribed Limits, and to keep therein sufficient 

■ and proper Machines and Weights for that Purpose, and to 
appoint and keep sufficient and proper Persons in every 
such Budding or Place as Weighers to attend to the

weighing of Carts with or without their Loads, as may be 
required (such Persons to be remunerated and to be remove- 
able as aforesaid). 

6. Where the Person in such Receipt as aforesaid is a Person who 
in the Case of Land would be a “ Limited Owner,” within the Mean- 5 
ing of that Term as defined and used in Part I. of The Landed 
Property (Ireland) Improvement Act, I860, then, — ^for the Purpose 
of his obtaining Compensation for any Expenditure incurred by him 
with respect to the providing of such Accommodation and such Con- 
veniences for weighing and measuring as aforesaid, — Part I. of the said 10 
Act shall apply, mutatis mutandis, to the Market or Fair as if the 
Tolls of the Market or Fair were Laud ; and the Works in respect 

of which such Expenditure is incun-ed shall be deemed “ Improve- 
ments ” within the Meaning of that Term as defined and used in 
Part I. of the said Act. 15 

7. Where at the passing of this Act there is subsisting any 
Lease of the Tolls of a Market or Fair, then, — for the Purpose of 
the Lessee obtaining Compensation for any Expenditure incurred 
by him with respect to the providing of such Accommodation and 
such Conveniences for weighing and measm'ing as aforesaid, — 20 
Part III. of the said Act shall apply, mutatis mutandis, to the 
Marlcet or Fair as if the Tolls of the Market or Fair were such 
Land as is in Part III. of the said Act mentioned and provided 
for ; such Lessee shall be deemed a “ Tenant,” and the Lessor 
shall be deemed an “ Owner,” and the Works in respect of which 25 
such Expenditure is incurred shall be deemed “ Improvements,” 
within the Meaning of those Terms respectively as defined and used 

in Part III. of the said Act. 

8. It shall not be lawful for any Person, other than the Person 
for the Time being in receipt of Toll from any Market or Fair, 30 
to have or use in the Market or Fair or within- the prescribed 
Limits during the Holding of the Market or Fair any Weighing 
House or Place, or any Beam, Scale, Crane, or other Machinery, 

or any Weight or Measure, for the Purpose of weighing or 
measuring for Hire or Profit any Article sold or offered for Sale 35 
in the Market or Fair or within the prescribed Limits during 
the Holding of the Market or Fair, for the weighing or measuring 
whereof Toll is payable in the Market or Fair, or for the Purpose of 
weighing for Hire or Profit any Cart for the weighing whereof Toll 
is payable in the Market or Fair. Any Person so doing shall for 40

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every Article wliich. he shall so weigh or measure, or every Cart 
■which he shall so -weigh, be liable to a Penalty not exceeding Forty

5 9. From and after the Thirty-first Day of December One thousand Contracts to

For any Quantity of Corn, Grain, Pulses, Potatoes, Hay, Straw, 

Flax, Roots, Carcases of Beef, Sheep, Butter, Wool, or Dead other-wise 
10 Pigs, sold, delivered, or agreed for ; 

Or for any Quantity of any other Commodity, not usually sold 
by Troy Weight, sold, delivered, or agreed for by Weight, 
shall be made or had by One of the following Denominations of 
Imperial Standard Weight, or by the Denomination of some Multiple 
15 or Submultiple thereof respectively ; namely, 

The Ounce Avoirdupois, 

The Pound Avoirdupois of Sixteen Ounces, 

The Stone of Fourteen Pounds, 

The Quarter Hundred of Twenty-eight Pounds, 

20 The Half Hundred of Fifty-six Pounds, 

The Hundredweight of One hundred and twelve Pounds, 

Or the Ton of Twenty Hundredweight, 

And not by any Local or Customary Denomination of Weight what- 
soever; otherwise such Contract, Bar-gain, Sale, or Dealing shall be 
25 void. 

10. Every Article sold by Weight shall be weighed in full, net, Mode of 
standing Beam ; and for the Purposes of every Contract, Bargain, 

Sale, or Dealing, the Weight so ascertained shall be deemed the true 
Weight of the Article, and no Deduction or Allowance for Tret, or Deductions 
30 Beamage, or on any other Account or under any other Name what- 
soever, — the Weight of any Sack, Bag, Cask, Firkin, or other 
Covering in which such Article may be, alone excepted, — shall be 
claimed or made by any Purchaser on any Pretext whatever, under 
a Penalty of not exceeding Five Pounds, to be recovered as herein-

11. The last Two foregoing Sections shall include all Markets and Local Acts.

Fair, weigh or measure such Article, and also separately 
any Sack, Bag, Cask, Firkin, or other Covering in which 
the same may be : 

(2.) He sbaP, whcu required so to do by the Buyer or Seller of 

any Commodity brought in a Cart for Sale in the Market or 35 
Fair, or within the prescribed Limits during the holding of 
the Market or Fair, or by the Driver of such Cart, weigh 
such Cart, with or without its Load, or both, as he may be 
required :

16 . A Ticket so delivered to a Buyer or Seller shall, as between Weighing 
such Buyer and Seller, be absolutely binding and conclusive as to the 

30 Weight or Measure of every Thing to which the Ticket relates. If lie Weigh 
any such Buyer or Seller require the same Thing to be re-weighed 
or re-measured, for the Purposes of the same Contract, Bargain, Sale, 
or Dealing, under any Pretext whatsoever, or in any other Manner 
refuse to be bound by such Ticket for the Purposes of the same 
35 Contract, Bargain, Sale, or Dealing, he shall for each Offence be liable Penalty, 
to a Penalty not exceeding Forty Shillings : Provided, that nothing 
herein shah be taken to preclude a Buyer or Seher from requiring any 
Thing to which such Ticket relates to be re-weighed or re-measured 
at the same Pubhc Weighing House or Place of the Market or Fair

If the Driver shall for the Purposes of the present Section be 
required to take the Cart a greater Distance than Half a

25 Pleasure), perform as well all such Duties as he would have per- 
formed, or might have been required to perform, if this Act had not 
been passed, as also all such further or other Duties as are herein- 
before directed to be performed in every Market or Fair with respect 
to the weighing of Commodities or of Carts, with or without their 
30 Loads. Every such Weighmaster or Assistant shall be liable, for Penalties, 
any Offence committed by him against any of the Provisions of this 
Act, to the same Penalty to which a Weigher appointed under this Act 
would, on committing the same Offence, be liable.

24-. The Person for the Time being in Receipt of Toll from a 
Market or Fail', or his Agent, shall cause a Register to be kept (in 
such Form as the Lord Lieutenant in Council may by any General 
Rule to be made under this Act from Time to Time direct) showing 5 
the Quantities by Weight or Measime of Corn and other Commodities, 
and the Number of Cattle and other Animals, sold or offered for Sale 
in the Market or Fair or within the prescribed Limits during the 
Holding of the Market or Fair ; and also, as far as he may be able to 
ascertain the same, the Prices of such Quantities of Corn and other 10 
Commodities, and of such Cattle and other Animals, as are sold. He 
shall from Time to Time send the Register so kept, or such Copy or 
Abstract thereof or Extracts therefrom, as may by any such General 
Rule be directed, to such Person as may in like Manner be directed. 

It shall be the Duty of every Weighmaster already appointed under 15 
the said Act of the Fourth Year of Queen Anne, Chapter Fourteen, 
during his Continuance in Office, to assist in the Execution of the 
present Provision in such Manner as may be by any such General 
Rule directed. 

Publication of Schedule of Tolls. 20 

25. The Act of the Fifty-seventh Year of King George the 
Third (Chapter One hundred and eight) “for the Regulation of 
“ levying Tolls at Fairs, Markets, and Ports in Ireland ” is hereby 
repealed as to Markets and Fairs, and in lieu thereof the following 
Provisions shall take effect : 25 

(1.) The Person for the Time being in receipt of Toil from a 
Market or Fair shall cause a Schedule of the Tolls for the 
Time being taken in the Market or Fair, and of the Names 
and Addresses of the Person so in receipt of Toll, and of 
every Collector and other Person appointed to demand and 30 
collect Tolls, to be painted or placed on a Board in large 
Letters and Figures and put up in some conspicuous Place 
in the Market Place or Fair Green ; 

(2.) He shall cause such Board with such Schedule thereon to be 

from Time to Time renewed as Occasion may require, and to 36 
be open to Inspection at all reasonable Times without Fee : 

(3.) He shall deliver a Copy of so much of the same vSchedule 
as shows the Tolls for the Time being taken to the Clerk of 
the Peace of the County or To-wu where the Market or Fair 
is held, who shall safely keep and give a Receipt for the 40 
same, which Receipt shall be conclusive Evidence of such 
Delivery ; and any Person may inspect the said Part of the 
said Schedule so deposited at all reasonable Times, upon 
Payment of a Fee of Sixpence to such Clerk of the Peace : 

(4.) If 
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(4.) If the Person in such Receipt as aforesaid shall refuse or 
neglect to comply in any respect with the Requirements 
of the present Section he shall for each Offence be liable 
to a Penalty not exceeding Five Pounds : 

(5.) It shall not be necessary in any Proceeding for the Recovery 
of Toll to give Evidence that the Requirements of the 
present Section have been complied with : 

(6.) Any Person wilfully defacing or removing any such Board, or 
engaged in a Riot in which any such Board is defaced or 
removed, shall for each Offence be liable to a Penalty not 
exceeding Five Pounds.

26. For preventing the Sale of unwholesome Meat or Provisions, — Power^to ^ 
(1.) Any Person authorized by Law to inspect Provisions in a ^ovlsions° 
Market or Fair may, at any Time of the Day or Night, seize un-

Animal brought there to be slaughtered, or the Carcase 
of any Animal there deposited : 

(2.) If he finds there any such Animal or Carcase appealing to be 



in a State tmfit for Human Food, he may seize the same, 
and carry it before a Justice, who shall forthwith order the 
same to be further examined by some competent Person : 



(3.) If on such Examination such Animal or Carcase is found in a 
State unfit for Human Food, the Justice shall order the 
same to be forthwith destroyed or otherwise disposed of 
in such Way as to prevent it being used or exposed for 
Sale for Human Food: 



(4.) Any Person so authorized as aforesaid may seize any un- or elsewhere 
wholesome Meat or Provisions sold or exposed for Sale 
in the Market or Fan, or within the prescribed Limits, 
and carry the same before a Justice ; and thereupon such 
Proceedings as last aforesaid shall be had : 

(5.) Every Person who shall knowingly sell or expose for Sale in Penalty, 
a Market or Fair, or within the prescribed Limits, any 
unwholesome Meat or Provisions, shall be liable for each 
Offence to a Penalty not exceeding Five Pounds : 

(6. ) Every Person who shah wilfiiUy obstruct in the Execution of 
his Duty any Person so authorized as aforesaid shall be 
liable for each Offence to a Penalty not exceeding Five 
Pounds. 
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Preservation of Order and Prevention of Frauds, 

27. The Summaiy Jurisdiction (Ireland) Act, 1851, shall be 
extended and amended, as follows : 

(1.) Every Provision thereof which relates to Markets or Market 
Towns shall apply also to Fairs, whether the same are held 5 
in Towns or not :
